~ CONFRONTATION IN IRELAND

NOTING has brought home to 

the Enmgtish public the grey 
melancholy of the Northern irish 
civil war ‘better than the pictures 
which have been ap; for the 
past few weeks in the London pa- 
pers.

‘Factory-built homes 
not the answer here’

American style factory-buitt homes 
are not the answer to Israel’s hous- 
ing problem, says Housing Minister 
Ze'ev Sharef foliowing a trip to 
America as a guest of the Housing 
Committee of the Reconstructed 
Jewish Agency. 

Factory-built homes would pose a 
number of problems if the principle 
was introduced in Israel, Mr. Sharef 
told me yesterday. First, wood, which 
comprises a major component in 
American housing, would have to 
be imported. Secondly, Israel does 
not have the space needed for the 
estates of these homes; thirdly, the 
country’s road network is not built 
for taking trucks hauling completed 
houses on a trailer, Furthermore, 
said Mr. Sharef, the estates of 
tactory-built homes are based on the 
principle of every housewife having 


“her own car, so that it does not 


matter if the home is located a 


᾿ fair distance from the town, In 


Israel two-car families are the ex- 
ception. 

‘However, while the Minister rules 
out the possibility of introducing 
factory-built homes here, he believes 
that Israel has something to learn 
from the U.S. in the matter of 
housing. “‘We need to learn thorough 
Planning, construction scheduling, 
and performance control from Amer- 
lca, three fields in which we are 
very weak, None of the erchitec- 
tural or faculties here 


‘teach scheduling or execution,” Mr.

TEL AVIV. — The Stock Market 
reacted sharply to Presi- 
dent Nixon’s announcement by 
buying dollars heavily. The demand 
for the imvestment dollar elone 
reached an unprecedented $950,000.
